against this. I think this is partly to 
be explained by the fact that the great 
traffic canal of the ol@ world is the 
Suez canal, a sea-level canal, whereas 
the great traffic canal of the new world 
is the Sault Ste. Marie canal, a Wwck 
canal. Although the latter, the Soo, is — 
closed to navigation during the wihter | 
months, it carries annually three times 
the traffic of the Suez cana!. In my judg- 
ment, their very able argument is vitiated 
by their failure to pay proper heed to 
the lessons taught by the construction 
and operation of the Soo canal. 

“It must be borne in mind. as the com. 
mission points out, that there is no ques- 
tion of building what has been  pic- 
turesquely termed ‘the straits of Panama, 

that is a waterway through which the 
largest vessels could go with safety at 
uninterrupted high speed. Both the sea- 
level and the proposed lock canal wouid 
be too narrow and shallow to be called 
with any truthfulness a strait, or to have 
any of thé properties of a wide, deep- 
water strip. Both of them would be 
canals pure and simple. 

Engineer Favors Lock Canal. 

“Bach type has certain disadvantages, 
and there are advantages very much 
greater in a lock canal, substantially pro- 
posed as in the papers forwarded here- 
with, and the chief engineer, who will | 
be mainly resiponsible for the success of 
this: mighty engineering feat, and who has 
therefore ‘a peculiar personal interest in 
judging aright, is emphatically and earn- 
estly in favor of the lock canal project, 
and against the sea-level project. 

“A careful study of the reports seems 
to establish a strong probability that 
the following are the facts: 

“The sea level canal wou!d be slightly 
less exposed to damage im the event of 
war; the running expenses apart from the 

heavy cost. of interest on the amount 
“@mployed to build it wou!'d be Jess; and 
for small ships the time of transit wouid 
probably be less. On the other hand, the 
lock cana] at a level of 80 feet. or there- 
about, would not cost much more than 
half as much to build. and could be 
built in about half the time; there would 
fe very much less risk connected with 
bullcing it, and ‘for large ships the fransit 
would be quicker, while, taking into ac- 
count the interest saved on building, the 
actual cost of maintenance would be less. 
After being built, it would be easier to 
enlarge the lock canal than the sea-level 
canal. 

' It Is Up to Congress. 

“Moreover, what has been = actually 
demonstrated in making and operating the 
great lock canal, the Soo, a more im- 
portant artery of traffic than the great 
sea-level canal, the Suez, goes to support 
the opinion of the minority of the con- 
Sulting board of engineers and of the 
majority of the isthmian canal commis- 
sion as to the superior feasibility and 
desirability of building a lock canal. 

“The law now on our statfite book 
seems to mean a lock canal. In my 
Judgment, a lock canal, as herein recom- 
mended is advisable. If congress directs 
that a sea-leve] canal be constructed, its 
direction will, of course, be carried out. 
Ctherwi®: the canal will be built on sub- 
stantially the plan for a lock cana! out- 
lined in the accompanying papers, such 
changes being made, of course, as may 
be found actually necessary, including 
possibly the change recommended by tee 
secretary of war as to the site of the 
dam on the Pacific side.

The letter of Secretary Taft treats at 

th the recommendations of the board 

commission, and discusses the reasons 
why he is led to approve the construction 
of a lock canal instead of a sea-levei 
canal. In closing he invites attention to 
the satisfactory character of the discus. 
sion of the two types of the canal, ‘“‘by 
the greatest canal engineers of the 
world,’’ which he sdys insures to the 
president, and to congress, an Oppor- 
tunity to consider all the arguments pro 
and con in reaching a proper conclusion.

Washington, February 18.—Three Dills 
were passed under suspension of the rule 
requiring a two-thirds vote in the house 


today. 

The first makes gambling unlawful in 
the territories of the United States, in- 
cluding Arizona, New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
Indian Territory and Alaska. The Dill 
was directed particularly at Arizona and 
New Mexico, where it was stated gam- 
bling was licensed. 

The second provides additional work 
for the census bureau by requiring sta- 
tistics to be taken on insurance, fish- 
eries, electrical industries, savings banks 
and crimes. 

The third appropriates $50,000 for the 
purchase of 300 acres of coal lands on 
the island of Batan, one of the Philip- 
pine archipelago. On the latter a de- 
bate of two hours was had. The others 
were debated forty minutes each. 

The army bill will be taken up tomor- 

row. 
Stating that in Arizona and New Mex- 
ico and other territories gambling is. li- 
censed, Mr. Littlefield, of Maine, ¢nter- 
ed a motion to suspend the rules and 
pass a bill reported from the judiciary 
committee, making gambling in the ter- 
ritories illegal. The bill makes gambling 
a misdemeanor punishable by a $5,000 
fine and one year’s imprisonment, 

The bill classified gambling as ‘“‘faru, 
monte, roulette, lansquenet, rouge, tan, 
fan tan, poker, seven and a half, twenty- 
one. chuckaluck or any banking or per- 
centage game, or any other kind of a 
game played with cards or dice.” 

Vigorous opposition was made by Del- 
egate Mark Smith, of Arizona. 

“Tl do not wish it understood that I 
am here in sympathy with gambling,’ 
he began, “but I do protest against the 
gentleman from Maine, the furthest point 
in the United States from my home, 
coming in here to meddle in our quar- 


rels when, with prohibition in his own’
